SUPERVISORY WTENT EXAMINER 
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Continuation of 13. Other: The applicant make five arguments all of which will be addressed to further explain how the claims have peen 
rejected by Walters. 

I 

As per the five points brought up by the Applicant, Walters discloses all elements claimed in the invention. Walters discloses identification 
of a selected resident program associated with a specific communication protocol. One specific protocol has been cited in the form of 
Bluetooth. According to the abstract Walters has a plurality of of communication protocols in the form of Bluetooth, USB Cable, Infrared, 
and wireless LAN as the computer has characteristics of a bridge for a plurality of peripheral devices as seen in figure 2. This includes 
device drivers, which the Examiner asserts are the resident programs on the wireless device, in a plurality associated with the above 
mentioned protocols. 

The operating system identifies which device driver to be selected in order to accommodate the communication protocol requested in ties 
with the abstract and functionality of the wireless device in figure 2. The device driver, in order to establish communication with its 
respective protocol, links with a peripheral device. In order to appropriately link with the peripheral device taking the digital camera as an 
example, the device driver identifies the peripheral device in order to allow a user to send images from the digital camera to a PC with a 
Windows operating system (column 2, lines 27 - 33). In the plurality of device drivers for a plurality of peripheral devices (figure 2), 
Instances where the driver is not readily available, a perihpheral via the operating system maps itself to an appropriate driver for the 
device driver.
